KUPAT HOLIM AND CIVIL SERVANTS 


Editer, The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — In your issue of Febru- 
ary 28, you printed a letter 
from “Civil Servant” ef Haifa 
concerning my article on the 


health insurance of 


Kupat 
Holim. Since this letter 


may 
I: repeat 
some of the facts and figures 
which were published in my 


article, 

The figures which I men- 
tioned as payment to Kupat 
Holim were the fees which 
Kupat Holim receives and not 
payments to the Civil Service 
Union of the Histadrut and to 
other mutual aid funds. The 
civil servants who belong to 
the General Kupat Holim or to 
other smaller sick funds, them- 
selves choose their affiliations to 
the Histadrut or any other 
trade union. Not only Histadrut 
members receive assistance in 
Kupat Holim but also members 
of Hapoel Hamizrahi, Poalei 
Agudat Yisrael and others. All 
of these pay membership fees 
to their organizations fer pay- 
ment to Kupat Holim, which re- 
ceives only the amount intended 
for medical assistance. It was 
my duty to compare the aver- 


age payment which Kupat Ho- 
lim receives with the payment in 
the planned scheme for separate 
medical service te Government 
employees. 

“Civil Servant” declares that 
I mentioned only IL.29 as in- 
surance fees and compared it 
with the fees he pays for all 
Histadrut services. As a matter 
of fact, I wrote that the aver- 
age insurance fee of Govern- 
ment officials amounts to IL3 
a month, or 11.36 a year for the 
Official and an addition of 
IL.2.400 for full insurance of 
his family, IL per year. 
Among the Government officials 
there are many categories 
which receive large reductions 
and pay relatively small sums: 
policemen, for instance, pay a 
minimum fee of IL. 2 a month 
and are exempted from addi- 
tional payment. for family in- 
surance although their families 
get full care. 

“Civil Servant” states that 
Government officials cannot be 
considered as permanent and 
well established employees 
Compared with the multitude of 
other workers, among them 
temporary employees and mem- 
bers of immigrant settlements,
